A new security system was 
implemented’ approximately six 
months ago to discourage any 
unwanted strangers from wan- 
dering into the delivery rooms 
and disturbing the patients.

According to Belle Glade 
police Department Lt. Matthew 
E. Sweet overall. violent crime is 
down in Belle Glade, with 189 
violent crimes reported in the 
past year, versus 864 nonviolent 
crimes, Belle Glade recorded 
one homicide in 1999.and one in 
2000. Forcible rape ts down 11.1 
percent, with nine such cases 
occurring in 1999 and ‘eight in, 
2000. avated assault is 
13.9 percent, with 158 
‘avated assaults report- 
9 Versus 136 in 2000. 
Lt. Sweet said the state's 10- 
20-life law, which states; 1f you 
use a gun in the commission of a 
crime, it carries an automatic 
teñ year prison sentence upon 
‘conviction: 20 years if the perpe- 
trator fires the gun and life if 
someone is wounded or killed, 
coupled with: inte; prosecu- 
tion of. firearm. es by the 
State's Attorneys Office has 
caused a‘ dramatic drop in, 
offenses involving firearms. 
“Robbery with a firearm 1s 
down 50 percent," Lt. Sweet 
from 16 cases from 
January to June 1999, to 8 dur- 
ing the same time period in 
2000. Similarly aggravated 
assaults with a firearm aré down 
from 30 in 1999 tg 17 in 2000, 
for a 43.3 percentdecline. 
“Most of the firearms charge: 
have dro ped significantly i ke 
that," weet sald. 


However, Lt. Sweet said, while 
assailants are moving away from 
using firearms, they are increas- 
ingly using other types of 
weapons, primarily hands, fists, 
‘and feet. Strong-armed robbery, 
using foree without a firearm or 
knife, is up 40 percent over last 
year, with 20 cases reported in 
1999 and 28 in 2000. 

The exception to the decline in 
violent crimes is in domestic vio- 
lence cases, which are up 34.9 
percent, from 86 cases 1999 
to 116 cases in 2000. Of 116 
total violent domestic offenses, 
60 percent of. those cases 
involved a cohabitant, spouse or 
live-in partner. While only one 
domestic-violencé homicide was. 
reported in 2000, and the num- 
ber of forcible rapes rose from 1 
ih 1999 to'3 in 2000, domestic 
aggravated assault rose 34.5 
percent, from 29 in 1999 to 39 
so far in.2000./Simple assault 
rose 35.8 percent, from 53 in 
1999 to 72 in the same time peri- 
od this year. Threats/intimida- 
tion arrests are down by 66.7 
percent. 

The “lieutenant. said Belle 
Glades crime stats rise and fall 
so much from year to year it's 
difficult to determine why.there 
has been a decline in intimida- 
tion arrests when other domestic 
violence arrests are up. It could 
be that the increase in arrests for 
domestic violence, coupled with 
the issuante of emergéncy pro- 
tective orders has ‘caused a 
decline in threats. It could also 
be that threats are not being 
reported or that the cohabitants 
are moving more quickly from 
threats to Physical abuse. “It's 
hard to say,” Lt. Sweet said. 


While- tougher state 
against domestic violence, which 
provide that one or both parties 
involved in a domestic dispute 
will be arrested, may hive led to 
an increase in the number of 
domestic. violence arrests, the 
Meutenant said the new tougher 
laws are not necessarily serving 
as a deterrent to domestic vio- 
lence. 

"The méssage is not getting 
through to a lot of our offend- 
ers,".the lieutenant said. "Most of 
our domestic violence arrests 
are repeat offenders." 

The city. has historically seen 
an increase in domestic violence 
cases during the season. Part of 
this, the lieutenant said, may be 
the result of statistics: more peo- 


ple living in an area equals more - 


crime. Officers provide yicunrs 
information - packages and 
explain victims’ rights each time 
they respond to a domestic vio- 
lence call, the lieutenant said, 
but more public education is 
needed to help: police combat 
domestic violence, particularly 
among repeat offenders. 

While violent crime is declin- 
ing, total offenses are up 18.27 
percent, from 891 reported from. 
January-June 1999, versus 


.1,053 in the same time period 


2000. 

"We kind of go in a cycle," the 
lieutenant said, noting that,in 
1997 total crime was down 18.3 
percent, rose 8.2- percent in 
1998, fell 16.4 percent in 1999, 
then rose again 18.2 percent this 
year. “A lot of it depends on how 
it's reported, how the stats are 
kept for FDLE.

That's 120 kids that are 
off the street, receiving tutoting 
in a safe environment where 
they can do their homework or 
play games," Lt. Sweet said. 

The lieutenant notes the 
department has made 26 per- 
cent more arrests in the past 
year than in 1999. Besides the 
obvious correlation, between 
more crime translating to more 
arrests, the lieutenant said the 
department is also receiving 
better cooperation from citi- 
zens reporting crimes and help- 
ing the department solve cases. 

"Due to the community 
forums, a lot more people are 
reporting cri to the police, 
they're watching their neigh- 
bors houses and that's a good 
sign,” the lieutenant said.
